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Detailed Action 

1 . This Office Action is submitted in response to the RCE/Amendment filed 4-17- 
2009, wherein claim 1 has been amended. Claims 1-7 are pending. 

Examiners Response to Arguments 

2. The examiner agrees with the arguments filed 4-17-2009 that the prior art cited 
in the previous Office Action fails to disclose the claimed invention and the rejections 
therein are hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-7 are allowed 

Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The prior art discloses a removable insert assembly that includes a mass 
analyzer, (see for example, USPN 5,753,795 to Kuypers). The prior art also discloses 
an apparatus that includes an ion guide and partitions for maintaining plural vacuum 
stages, (see for example USPN 3,767,925 to Foley). However, the prior art fails to 
show a removable insert assembly that includes partitions for maintaining plural vacuum 
stages, and there is no motivation to combine the prior art references.

5. Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art fails to show a removable insert 
assembly that includes an ion guide and partitions for maintaining at least four vacuum 
stages when the insert assembly is inserted into a vacuum system. 

6. Claims 2-7 are allowed by virtue of their dependency upon allowed claim 1 . 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 

than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
